have denied it admission to the best 
cientific circles. 


In other words, the American Mu- 


seum of Natural History has been in- 
i'orrhed that a plesiosaurus of the Me- 
zosoic order is now living in Pata- 
gonia and the officials have refused 
Jo extend the cheery welcome until 
setter credentials, are presented. 


Professor Clementi O'Neill, of the 


Buenos Aires Zoological Garden, is 
setting out with a large expedition to 
capture the animal alive or dead. Its 
presence in Lake Esgue.was reoorted 
ay Martin Sheffield, an Englishman, 
prospecting in the Andes.

EVOLUTION BILL 


DEFEATED IN KY. 


FRANKFORT, Ky., March 9.—The 


Kentucky House today defeated the 
Ellis evolution bill. The vote was 42 
to 41 against the measure when it 
came up. 
The vote came aftei ^.ve hours of 
debate in wJiich opponents pleaded 
with the House not to "bring about a 
return of intolerance," and propon- 
ents charged that students were "be- 
ing turned into infidels and agnostics." 
by the teaching of evolution at the 
University of Kentucky. 
Leaders of the opposition had be- 
lieved that the supporters of the bill 
had a large majority In the House. 
When the first roll call was complet- 
ed, they discovered only 38 had voted 
for the bill. This was four less than

required for passage.
